RESOLVED, That the question of a suffi- 
cient .upply of circulating medium to main- 
tain a permanent range of the price of labor 
and property isthe most important politi- 
cal question awaiting eolution by the Amer-

That a Oneaneial policy whereby both gold 
and silv rshball form the basis of ireula- 
tion, whether the money used by the people 
be coin, or coin certificates redeemable in 
coin, or bath, as convenience may require, 
is Imperatively demanded 
That the atten.pt to substitute national 
bank notes, costing the Government mil- 
lions of dollars annually, for free silver, 
costing nothing, is an outrage ap „ the 
reople; that the money ring or trust, which 
has usurped the sovereign power of the Gov- 
ernment to issue money, and which has 
fraudulently demonetized silver and seized 
the revenues of the Government for private 
speculation, shocks the moral sense of the 
people and destroys respect for gove nment 
and law. We demand that ths ring or 
trust be destroyed, and equal rights be re- 
atored to all the people. 

We operas that President Cleveland Is th» 
willing tool or agent of a powerful money 
ring, which fattens on the subsidies of the 
Government, makes war on silver, isancs 
its paper currency at the expense ot the 
Government, borrows the revennes raised 
byt xation and uses th m without the pay- 
ment of interest, contracts the cur ency 
enhance the value of bonds, and enriches 
usurers, while it depresses the price of 
labor and y. 

That we favor the nominatinn of no man 
or President who is personally interested 
n national banks or the bonded indebted- 
ness of the United States, but we demand a 
candidate who is free to do justice to all the 
people of the country—the peoras well as 
che rich. 

That the trick of the President and his 
advisers by which they prevented a vote in 
the House of Kepresentatives on the Beck 
silver amendment to the Bond Purchase 
bill, equais the villainy of the secret 
lraudulent 2 of silver in 1878. 


REsoLveD, That we are in favor of the 
protection of home industry, and that the 
jaborery of this country have a right to all 
the work en to supply the people of 
the United States, and that we are in favor 
of high wages, und to that end will protect 
the wage-werkers from competition with 
the cheap labor of other lands.

Tar Republicans of Reno have 
been invited to assemble to-mor- 
row evening at the Court-house 
for the purpose of forming a Har- 
rison and Morton campaign club.

the favorite of any particular fac- 
tion. 


Tur Poor Relief Committee of 
the British House of Lords has 
obtained evidence that thousands 
of children are starved, or other- 
wise murdered, in England every 
year to obtain the insurance on 
their lives. Taking this statement 
with some grains of allowance, it 
has been known fora long time 
that this practice is common in 
England. Life insurance in that 
country has been conducted in a 
notoriously lax manner. In the 
United States child-murder to ob- 
tain insurance has not been fre- 
quent, although some cases have 
been reported; but within the last 
few years a considerable business 
has been done in insuring aged or 
friendless persons for speculative 
purposes, and compassing their 
“removal.” These abuses are 
likely to continue until the com- 
panies make it a rigid rule that 
insurance can only be effected for 
the benefit of those who have an 
interest in the life, rather than in 
the death, of the insured. 

Ar the session of the National 
Prison Retorm Conference in Bos- 
ton on Monday ex-Governor Bul- 
lock of Georgia objected to the 
O'Neill bill, because it would 
destroy the Southern convict lease 
system. The O'Neill bill may not 
offer a wise solution of the prison 
labor matter; it may tend to con- 
demn prisoners to idleness at the 
expense of the State, but it is at 
least one argument in its favor if 
it will break up the infamous 
Southern lease system. The dis- 
closures of the last few years show 
that in most of the Southern States 
the treatment of prisoners is a dis- 
grace to civilization. Perhaps by 
amending its objectionable features 
the good that is in the bill may be 
conserved in the interests of hu-

THE DYNAMITE PLOT. 


What the Conspiraters in the Chi- 
ase Pict Prepesed te Do. 

CHICAGO, July 18.—Frank Chap- 
pek, Frank Kronck and Frank 
Chelbowa are the three men who 
were arrested yesterday morning, 
and it is claimed that their arrest 
saved the lives of Judges Gary and 
Grinnell and Inspector Bonfield, 


all of whom, according to the plot, 
were to have been assassinated to- 
day had not the plans of the con- 
spirators been frustrated by the 
police, who acted upon informa- 
tiion given them by a fourth mem- 
ber of the “group,” whose courage 
failed him as the critical moment 
drew near. The plot dates back 
to the time of the conviction of 
Spies and his comrades. About 
twenty determined murderers 
were in the conspiracy, and they 
were, ata certain hour after mid- 
* to be at the homes of Grin- 
nell, Gary, Bonfleld, Frank Walk- 
er, General Stiles and others prom- 
inent inthe prosecution. The dy- 
namite was to be placed beneath 
the houses of these, and the pow- 
erful explosive was to be touched 
off simultaneously aud a wholesale 
reign of terror inaugurated. The 
Board of Trade wasto be blown 
to the sky at the same time. 

This was the plot in detail, and 
further arrests will probably briu 
te light an even greater antici pated 
bloody horror. e 

A SHREWD PIECE OF WORK. 

Cuicaao, July 17.—The discov- 
ery of the dynamite plot to-day 
was a shrewd piece of detective 
work on the part of Inspector 
Bonfield, For the last five nights 
he has scarcely slept, and he bas 
not even trusted the affair to his 
brother officers. Exactly how he 
discovered the plot he refuses to 
divu'ge. His methods are not to 
be made public, and not even dur- 
ing the preliminary trial of the 
men will the affair come out. 
When he had fairly learned that 
wholesale murder was intended, 
he intrusted several of his best 
men with the secret.

The Principalities of Nevada Cattle 
Kings—Insignificant Losses and 
a Good Calf Yield. 


Regular Correspondence GaZetTs. | 
ELKO, July 15, 1888. 


Eprror Gazetre: The cattle 
and horse ranges of Eastern Ne- 
vada, particularly those north of 
the railroad, are now in all of their 
native and majestic glory, being 
clothed or carpeted with an extra- 
ordinary growth of grass and wild 
flowers from the high hill tops to 
the deep valleys and gorges below 
checkered with ever flowing 
streams of cold pure water, with a 
pure bracing atmosphere, all of 
which leuds a soft and sweet en- 
chautment to the scene and im- 
parts an indolent, happy repose to 
the stock that roam free over these 
vast uneccupied plains. They 
seem to understand the situation 
and appreciate the pleasing and 
comfortable surroundings, and 
they, voluntarily round-up them- 
selves in social bunches and then 
frisk off over the hills and into the 
valleys in frolicsome play. 
would seem to indicate to the be- 
holder that they were holding 
high carnival in commemoration 
of the return of the season of 
pleg.y and repose The whole of 
that vast region lying between the 


C. P. R. R. and Snake river, em- 
bracing an area of several hundred 
miles square, now presents to the 
eye of the cowboy, with afew ex- 
ceptions, one seca of nutritious 
grasses. The beeves raised and 
fatted upon these wild pasture 
fields produce sweet, juicy aud 
tender beef that cannot be found 
east of the Rockies. At the pres- 
ent time this great cattle field must 
be carrying not less than from 75,- 
000 to 80.000 head of stock, besides 
large bands of horses and droves 
of sheep. 

The extensive grazing ranch be- 
longing to Messrs. Bradley & 
Mason, situated along Mary’s river, 
under the supervision of Jeff Brad- 
ley, the junior partner, who in- 
furms me that they have left from 
last year’s cut of hay some 200 tons. 
Their put up of hay last year in al! 
was about 1,600 tons. They expert 
to cut and stack the present scason 
from one-fvurth to one-third more 
hay than heretofore, without cut- 
ting close. Mr. Bradiey has been 
actively engaged, from early spring 
to the commeucement ol the round- 
ing-up and branding season, in 
erecting a scries of dams at given 
distances and from convenient 
points in the river connecting the 
same with a number of main 
ditches, which are now conveying 
a large amount of water that is 
distributed by the smaller ditches, 
thus irrigating several miles up 
and down the river and increasing 
the breadth of their hay land sev- 
eral hundred acres.
